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Harris Kakoulides 


In theology the Study of God the Father is called Paterology, or 
Patriology . And Just like we are called to know the Son for 
everlasting life we are called to know the Father. 


John 17:1-3 


Jesus spoke these words, lifted up His eyes to heaven, and said: 
“Father, the hour has come. Glorify Your Son, that Your Son also 
may glorify You, as You have given Him authority over all flesh, 
that He should give eternal life to as many as You have given 
Him. And this is eternal life, that they may know You, the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ whom You have sent. 


We are told that the first person of the Divine Trinity is our 
Father and God by the Son. 


John 20:17 


Jesus said to her, “Do not cling to Me, for I have not yet ascended 
to My Father; but go to My brethren and say to them, ‘I am 
ascending to My Father and your Father, and to My God and your 
God.’ ” 


One of the names for Father in the Greek or Aramaic is Abba it is 
3 times in reference to God the Father. 


And it is the first words a Jewish baby would say which is Papa or 
Daddy. It is used in those 3 Times with a other Greek word for 
Father Patayr So in our English Bible it reads Abba Father. 


A)In Mark 14:36 Jesus while praying in the garden on the day 
before his death calls God his Father by that name. 


Mark 14:36 NKJV And He said, “Abba, Father, all things are 
possible for You. Take this cup away from Me; nevertheless, not 
what I will, but what You will.” 


B) In Romans 8:15 , Galatians 4:6 we are told that the Holy Spirit 
who dwells in us Calls upon God using this name. 


Romans 8:15 NKJV For you did not receive the spirit of bondage 
again to fear, but you received the Spirit of adoption by whom 
we cry out, “Abba, Father.” 


Galatians 4:6 NKJV And because you are sons, God has sent forth 
the Spirit of His Son into your hearts, crying out, “Abba, Father!” 


God was revealed in the Old Testament as a Father to the nation 
Of the Jewish people . Malachi 1:6, 2:10 And he also is seen as a 
Father to the orphans Pslams 68:5 


Malachi 1:6 NKJV “A son honors his father, And a servant his 
master. If then I am the Father, Where is My honor? And if lama 
Master, Where is My reverence? Says the LORD of hosts To you 
priests who despise My name. Yet you say, ‘In what way have we 
despised Your name?’ 


Malachi 2:10 NKJV Have we not all one Father? Has not one God 
created us? Why do we deal treacherously with one another By 
profaning the covenant of the fathers? 


Psalms 68:5 NKJV A father of the fatherless, a defender of widows, 
Is God in His holy habitation. 


But not to any individual Jew besides the above but in the New 
Testament he is seen as our Father 


Matthew 6:9, John 20:17 


Matthew 6:9 NKJV In this manner, therefore, pray: Our Father in 
heaven, Hallowed be Your name. 


John 20:17 NKJV Jesus said to her, “Do not cling to Me, for I have 
not yet ascended to My Father; but go to My brethren and say to 
them, ‘I am ascending to My Father and your Father, and to My 
God and your God.’ ” 


What does it mean to us that God is our Father 
1) He is able to discipline us as his children Hebrews 12:5-11 


Hebrews 12:5-11 NKJV 5 And you have forgotten the exhortation 
which speaks to you as to sons: “My son, do not despise the 
chastening of the LORD, Nor be discouraged when you are 
rebuked by Him; 6 For whom the LORD loves He chastens, And 
scourges every son whom He receives.” 7 If you endure 
chastening, God deals with you as with sons; for what son is there 
whom a father does not chasten? 8 But if you are without 
chastening, of which all have become partakers, then you are 
illegitimate and not sons. 9 Furthermore, we have had human 
fathers who corrected us, and we paid them respect. Shall we not 


much more readily be in subjection to the Father of spirits and 
live? 10 For they indeed for a few days chastened us as seemed 
best to them, but He for our profit, that we may be partakers of 
His holiness. 11 Now no chastening seems to be joyful for the 
present, but painful; nevertheless, afterward it yields the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness to those who have been trained 
by it. 


2) When we are suffering as a Father he comforts us 2 
Corinthians 1:3-4 


2Corinthians 1:3-4 NKJV 3 Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies and God of all comfort, 4 
who comforts us in all our tribulation, that we may be able to 
comfort those who are in any trouble, with the comfort with 
which we ourselves are comforted by God. 


3) He loves us as much as he loves Jesus his son John 17:9,23 


John 17:9 NKJV “I pray for them. I do not pray for the world but 
for those whom You have given Me, for they are Yours. 


John 17:23 NKJV I in them, and You in Me; that they may be made 
perfect in one, and that the world may know that You have sent 
Me, and have loved them as You have loved Me. 


4) He provides for us when we are in need. Matthew 6:25-32 


Matthew 6:25-34 NKJV 25 “Therefore I say to you, do not worry 
about your life, what you will eat or what you will drink; nor 


about your body, what you will put on. Is not life more than food 
and the body more than clothing? 26 Look at the birds of the air, 
for they neither sow nor reap nor gather into barns; yet your 
heavenly Father feeds them. Are you not of more value than 
they? 27 Which of you by worrying can add one cubit to his 
stature? 28 “So why do you worry about clothing? Consider the 
lilies of the field, how they grow: they neither toil nor spin; 29 
and yet I say to you that even Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these. 30 Now if God so clothes the grass of 
the field, which today is, and tomorrow is thrown into the oven, 
will He not much more clothe you, O you of little faith? 31 
“Therefore do not worry, saying, ‘What shall we eat?’ or ‘What 
shall we drink?’ or ‘What shall we wear?’ 32 For after all these 
things the Gentiles seek. For your heavenly Father knows that 
you need all these things. 33 But seek first the kingdom of God 
and His righteousness, and all these things shall be added to you. 
34 Therefore do not worry about tomorrow, for tomorrow will 
worry about its own things. Sufficient for the day is its own 
trouble. 


5) He watches over us Matthew 6:9 


Matthew 6:9 NKJV In this manner, therefore, pray: Our Father in 
heaven, Hallowed be Your name. 


(Since he is in heaven, he is able to see us below) 


6) He listens to us John 11:41-42, 1John 5:14-15 


John 11:41-42 NKJV 41 Then they took away the stone from the 
place where the dead man was lying. And Jesus lifted up His eyes 
and said, “Father, I thank You that You have heard Me. 42 And I 
know that You always hear Me, but because of the people who 
are standing by I said this, that they may believe that You sent 
Me.” 


1John 5:14-15 NKJV 14 Now this is the confidence that we have in 
Him, that if we ask anything according to His will, He hears us. 
15 And if we know that He hears us, whatever we ask, we know 
that we have the petitions that we have asked of Him. 


7) As a Father he has compassion on his children Pslams 103:13 


Psalms 103:13 NKJV As a father pities his children, So the LORD 
pities those who fear Him. 


8) As a Father he provides for us a inheritance which we read 
will be all things in the new Heavens and new Earth Revelation 
21:7 


Revelation 21:7 NKJV He who overcomes shall inherit all things, 
and I will be his God and he shall be My son. 


9) As s Father he forgives when we sin against him Matthew 6:12 


Matthew 6:12 NKJV And forgive us our debts, As we forgive our 
debtors. 


This name for the first member of the Trinity has much meaning 
and application for us so let us with all confidence go to our 
daddy above and tell him we love him for all that he does for us 
here below as our Father above. 


10) God the Father in position is greater than God the Son. 


John 14:28 You have heard Me say to you, ‘I am going away and 
coming back to you.’ If you loved Me, you would rejoice because I 
said, ‘I am going to the Father,’ for My Father is greater than I. 


1 Corinthians 11:3 


But I want you to know that the head of every man is Christ, the 
head of woman is man, and the head of Christ is God. 


But this of course is not in reference to his nature . For they both 
are of the same nature and that nature is God . 


Philippians 2:5-6 


Let this mind be in you which was also in Christ Jesus, who, being 
in the form ( nature) of God, did not consider it robbery to be 
equal with God, 


Some people have a problem with ranking within the Trinity but 
the name of Father and Son shows and implies distinction in 
rankings among the godhead but not nature . 


11) God the Father holds certain information at his own 
authority. 


Mark 13:32 


“But of that day and hour no one knows, not even the angels in 
heaven, nor the Son, but only the Father. 


Acts 1:6-7 


Therefore, when they had come together, they asked Him, 
saying, “Lord, will You at this time restore the kingdom to 
Israel?” And He said to them, “It is not for you to know times or 
seasons which the Father has put in His own authority. 


12) The Father reveals the Son to those who are to believe in 
him. 


Matthew 11:25-27 


At that time Jesus answered and said, “I thank You, Father, Lord 
of heaven and earth, that You have hidden these things from the 
wise and prudent and have revealed them to babes. Even so, 
Father, for so it seemed good in Your sight. All things have been 
delivered to Me by My Father, and no one knows the Son except 
the Father. Nor does anyone know the Father except the Son, and 
the one to whom the Son wills to reveal Him. 


Matthew 16:15-17 


He said to them, “But who do you say that I am?” Simon Peter 
answered and said, “You are the Christ, the Son of the living 
God.” Jesus answered and said to him, “Blessed are you, Simon 
Bar-Jonah, for flesh and blood has not revealed this to you, but 
My Father who is in heaven. 


13) Father is creator along with his Son and the Holy Spirit 


1 Corinthians 8:6 


yet for us there is one God, the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we for Him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, through whom are all 
things, and through whom we live. 


Revelation 4:11 


“You are worthy, O Lord, To receive glory and honor and power; 
For You created all things, And by Your will they exist and were 
created.” 


Hebrews 1:1-2 


God, who at various times and in various ways spoke in time past 
to the fathers by the prophets, has in these last days spoken to us 
by His Son, whom He has appointed heir of all things, through 
whom also He made the worlds; 


Psalms 104:30 


You send forth Your Spirit, they are created; And You renew the 
face of the earth. 


14) The Christian is seen as a gift from the Father to the Son. 


John 6:39,65 


[39]This is the will of the Father who sent Me, that of all He has 
given Me I should lose nothing, but should raise it up at the last 
day. 


[65]And He said, “Therefore I have said to you that no one can 
come to Me unless it has been granted to him by My Father.” 


And he does that by drawing us to his Son 
John 6:44 


No one can come to Me unless the Father who sent Me draws him; 
and I will raise him up at the last day. 


15) God the Father is invisible but is imagine is seen through 
Jesus works and the Christian 


Colossians 1:15 


He ( Jesus ) is the image of the invisible God, the firstborn over 
all creation. 


John 1:18 


No one has seen God at any time. The only begotten Son, who is 
in the bosom of the Father, He has declared Him. 


John 5:37 


And the Father Himself, who sent Me, has testified of Me. You 
have neither heard His voice at any time, nor seen His form. 


John 10:38 


but if I do, though you do not believe Me, believe the works, that 


you may know and believe that the Father is in Me, and I in 
Him.” 


John 14:8-11 


Philip said to Him, “Lord, show us the Father, and it is sufficient 
for us.” 


Jesus said to him, “Have I been with you so long, and yet you 
have not known Me, Philip? He who has seen Me has seen the 
Father; so how can you say, ‘Show us the Father’? 


Do you not believe that I am in the Father, and the Father in Me? 
The words that I speak to you I do not speak on My own 
authority; but the Father who dwells in Me does the works. 


Believe Me that I am in the Father and the Father in Me, or else 
believe Me for the sake of the works themselves. 


1 John 4:12 


No one has seen God at any time. If we love one another, God 
abides in us, and His love has been perfected in us. 


16) The Father is Spirit and not human 
John 4:23-24 


But the hour is coming, and now is, when the true worshipers 
will worship the Father in spirit and truth; for the Father is 
seeking such to worship Him. God is Spirit, and those who 
worship Him must worship in spirit and truth.” 


Matthew 16:17 


Jesus answered and said to him, “Blessed are you, Simon Bar- 
Jonah, for flesh and blood has not revealed this to you, but My 
Father who is in heaven. 


Spirit does not have flesh and blood 
Luke 24:39 


Behold My hands and My feet, that it is I Myself. Handle Me and 
see, for a spirit does not have flesh and bones as you see I have.” 


17) Father dwells in the Son and will dwell in the Christian 


John 10:38 but if I do, though you do not believe Me, believe the 
works, that you may know and believe that the Father is in Me, 
and I in Him.” 


John 14:10-11 


Do you not believe that I am in the Father, and the Father in Me? 
The words that I speak to you I do not speak on My own 
authority; but the Father who dwells in Me does the works. 


Believe Me that I am in the Father and the Father in Me, or else 
believe Me for the sake of the works themselves. 


John 14:23 


Jesus answered and said to him, “If anyone loves Me, he will keep 
My word; and My Father will love him, and We will come to him 
and make Our home with him. 


18) The Father shares his throne to the Son 
Revelation 3:21 


To him who overcomes I will grant to sit with Me on My throne, 
as I also overcame and sat down with My Father on His throne. 


And the Father decides who gets to sit on Jesus left and right 


Matthew 20:23 


So He said to them, “You will indeed drink My cup, and be 
baptized with the baptism that I am baptized with; but to sit on 
My right hand and on My left is not Mine to give, but it is for 
those for whom it is prepared by My Father.” 


19) The Father doesn’t Judge anyone but given the Son the 
authority to judge so people will honor the Son in the same 
manner as they honor the Father. 


John 5:22-23 


For the Father judges no one, but has committed all judgment to 
the Son, 


that all should honor the Son just as they honor the Father. He 
who does not honor the Son does not honor the Father who sent 
Him. 


20) The Father gives life to the dead just like the Son 
John 5:21 


For as the Father raises the dead and gives life to them, even so 
the Son gives life to whom He will. 


21) Father is always working 


John 5:17 


But Jesus answered them, “My Father has been working until 
now, and I have been working.” 


22) The Father raised the Son to life along with the other 
members of the Trinity 


1 Thessalonians 1:10 


and to wait for His Son from heaven, whom He raised from the 
dead, even Jesus who delivers us from the wrath to come. 


John 2:19-21 


Jesus answered and said to them, “Destroy this temple, and in 
three days I will raise it up.” Then the Jews said, “It has taken 
forty-six years to build this temple, and will You raise it up in 
three days?” But He was speaking of the temple of His body. 


Romans 8:11 


But if the Spirit of Him who raised Jesus from the dead dwells in 
you, He who raised Christ from the dead will also give life to 
your mortal bodies through His Spirit who dwells in you. 


23) The Father worships the Son 
Hebrews 1:8 


But to the Son He says: “Your throne, O God, is forever and ever; 
A scepter of righteousness is the scepter of Your kingdom. 


24) The Father and Holy Spirit sent the Son 


Isaiah 48:16 


“Come near to Me, hear this: I have not spoken in secret from the 
beginning; From the time that it was, I was there. And now the 
Lord God and His Spirit Have sent Me.” 


John 5:36 


But I have a greater witness than John’s; for the works which the 
Father has given Me to finish—the very works that I do—bear 
witness of Me, that the Father has sent Me. 


25) The Father gives the Son all authority 
John 17:2 


as You have given Him authority over all flesh, that He should 
give eternal life to as many as You have given Him. 


Matthew 28:18 


And Jesus came and spoke to them, saying, “All authority has 
been given to Me in heaven and on earth. 


26) The Father blinds unbelievers or gives them over to their sins 
Luke 10:21 


In that hour Jesus rejoiced in the Spirit and said, “I thank You, 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that You have hidden these 
things from the wise and prudent and revealed them to babes. 
Even so, Father, for so it seemed good in Your sight. 


Matthew 6:13 


And do not lead us into temptation, But deliver us from the evil 
one. For Yours is the kingdom and the power and the glory 
forever. Amen. 


Romans 11:7-8 


What then? Israel has not obtained what it seeks; but the elect 
have obtained it, and the rest were blinded. Just as it is written: 
“God has given them a spirit of stupor, Eyes that they should not 
see And ears that they should not hear, To this very day.” 


Romans 1:24,26,28 


[24]Therefore God also gave them up to uncleanness, in the lusts 
of their hearts, to dishonor their bodies among themselves, 


[26]For this reason God gave them up to vile passions. For even 
their women exchanged the natural use for what is against 
nature. 


[28]And even as they did not like to retain God in their 
knowledge, God gave them over to a debased mind, to do those 
things which are not fitting; 


27 ) The Father chose us in Christ to be saved 


Ephesians 1:3-4 


Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who has 
blessed us with every spiritual blessing in the heavenly places in 
Christ, just as He chose us in Him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and without blame before Him in 
love, 


28) The Father possesses all the Omni that is known of God 
Omni presence ( being everywhere ) - 
Jeremiah 23:24 


Can anyone hide himself in secret places, So I shall not see him?” 
says the Lord; “Do I not fill heaven and earth?” says the Lord. 


Job 34:21 
“For His eyes are on the ways of man, And He sees all his steps. 
Omniscient ( knowing all things ) - 


Romans 11:33-36 Oh, the depth of the riches both of the wisdom 
and knowledge of God! How unsearchable are His judgments and 
His ways past finding out! “For who has known the mind of the 
Lord? Or who has become His counselor?” “Or who has first given 
to Him And it shall be repaid to him?” For of Him and through 
Him and to Him are all things, to whom be glory forever. Amen. 


Omnipotent (all powerful) 


Mark 14:36 


And He said, “Abba, Father, all things are possible for You. Take 
this cup away from Me; nevertheless, not what I will, but what 
You will. ” 


29) The Father ordains those who will be damned to damnation 
Romans 9:21-22 


Does not the potter have power over the clay, from the same 
lump to make one vessel for honor and another for dishonor? 


What if God, wanting to show His wrath and to make His power 
known, endured with much longsuffering the vessels of wrath 
prepared for destruction, 


Jude 1:4 


For certain men have crept in unnoticed, who long ago were 
marked out for this condemnation, ungodly men, who turn the 
grace of our God into lewdness and deny the only Lord God and 
our Lord Jesus Christ.
